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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-5, 26-45, 48-85 and 87 were pending in the application. Claims 63- 
65 and 83 have been cancelled without prejudice and claims 50 and 66 have been 
amended to clarify the invention and claims 48, 49 and 70 have been amended to correct 
minor typographical errors. Support for the amendments to the claims can be found in 
the claims as originally pending. Therefore, claims 1, 3-5, 29-36, 42-45, 48-62, 66-82, 
84-85 and 87 are currently pending. No new matter has been added.

Applicants would like to thank Examiner Qazi for discussing the application with 
Applicants' attorneys on May 14, 2007. The claims, as presented herein, were discussed.
